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FASHION CALENDAR 
STANLEY MARCUS’ OWN INTERPRETATION OF WPB'S GENERAL LIMITATION ORDER L-85 


General Limitation Order L~85 was given to an anxiously waiting fashion world by 
the WPB in Washington on Wednesday of this week. Your Editor was one of a number of 
specially invited members of the New York Fashion Press who went to Washington to re- 
ceive the order directly from Stanley Marcus, Apparel Consultant to WPB. That order 
has been published, complete, in the April 8th issue of Women's Wear. We bring you 
here, Stanley Marcus’ own informal interpretation of those rules to help you visualize 
their effect on YOU. Mr. Marcus said..cecees 

There are 2 basic principles behind the rulings: (1) the conservation of cloth by 
the elimination of the non-essentials in fashions; and (2) the setting up of limits on 
the length and sweep of coats and skirts to do away with the possibility of any radical 
change in the existing silhouette, so as not to invalidate the fashions that women al- 
ready own or that are now on sale in the stores. 

The "Reason-wWhy" for the ruling is to save cloth in order to be able to make more 
clothes over a longer period of time and so avoid shortages in the future. 

Reversing the usual process, the ruling “cuts the pattern to fit the cloth" or 
permits "9 baker's dozen" (13 pieces, instead of the traditional 12). 

These specifications stabilizing the present length and fullness of skirts will 
save 15% of the yardage which goes into women's fashions each year. This amounts to 
100,000,000 {one hundred million) yards of fabric a year, for the creation of more new 
fashions for the following year. 

The order affects all who make garments for resale. It does not yet affect home- 
sewers. The rules become effective as followSecceceee 

Consumers will not feel them until they purchase their first Fall fashions, 

At midnight, April 9th, they go into. effect Age fanatacturers, ere li cane to any 
woolen garments cut from that moment on. 

At midnight, June 19th (the usual. finishing ‘dite for ‘the cutting of summer mer- 
chandise), they go into effect on. the cutting of rayon, cotton or silk garments. 

On August 17th, they affect retailers and’ jobbers. Retailers. “have: until that 
date to clear their stocks of present garments which violate one of the important 
specifications, that no ress’ may be sold WARS a danket;, ae bolero, a cape or a redin- 
gote at a unit-price, 

Other limitations: no ‘French ay on ‘slecvésy no ‘double gekass: no ‘bak loon; dol~ 
man or leg-of=mutton. sleeves; no. all-over tucked or. shirred or pleated materials except 
as minor trimmings; no woolen patch pockets; no dinside pee: of punts no interlin- 
ings of virgin or reprocessed SWOO Eas ho! 

This is a program of simplification not ‘feeinontetions within the outside specifi- 
cations, the ingenuity of American fashion designers will find the way to give us 
pretty new fashions. In. fact,. once the creative streak. gets. going, the designers will 
probably save even more yardage than stipulated by the ee without sacrificing Fashion. 
The rules are based, not on one man’ s or one ‘woman's opinion, but on- (1), a survey 
of 25 key cities to determine the ‘fashion preferences of the customers of the top and 
bottom store in each citys; (2). consultations with women, professional . and consumer, 
from all sections of the countrys. (3) nonsal batons with retailers; (4) approval of the 
consumer section of the WPB. ~ 

Violations are punishable by 1 year in jail. arid: a $10, 000. tinee a 

The consumer won't have to go shopping, her tape-measure in hand. The manufacturer 
will do the policing and will have to specify in writing to. the retailer that all gar- 
ments delivered were made according to WPB specifications. — 

Pearl Harbor, - said Mr. Marcus, had already. largely taken care of. ‘the conservation 
of fabric for evening dresses and wraps, though there are specifications for both in 
the order, among them no woolen evening dresses or wraps for the duration, © 

Exempt from the specifications are wedding dresses, maternity dresses, infants 
and toddlers clothes, dresses for people of abnormal height or with a deformity; burial 
gowns, and vestments required by religious sects. 

A Board of Appeal will listen to any grievances or hardships worked by these rules 
and will reply within 36 hours to all appeals. The Editor ~j~
